How OFTEN art teachers 
reach those ghastly plateaus and 
say ourselves, shall 
taught everything earth, that 
have touched every field, used every 
media. 

once knew very fine art super- 
visor who used say, “There 
nothing new earth. Everything 
something someone else presented 
long ago. take this, use that, 
mix this and that, and have 
something that seems newly dis- 
But she knew! And she 
must have been greatly vexed and 
frustrated with her urge crea- 
tive only knocked against the 
She believed originality and cre- 
ativeness and believed that art 
only pure art when creative. 
Yet these plateaus came her too, 
and often. 

Sometimes the plateaus are broad 
and flat sometimes, fortunately, 
narrow and rough. When they are 
the later style, not stay 
them long. dive off again and 
ride the crest creative art 
wondering how ever could have 
had difficulty thinking new 
ideas. 

This trouble must like the 
housewive when she says, 
shall have for dinner 
She has exhausted the menu list. 
She has cooked everything the 
She wants something new 
and different and tasty. 

Some art teachers teach 
“everything the book” two 
weeks. Others take lifetime 
They are the ones who 
are able look deeper, 
organize and re-discover. 

When the teacher sailing along 
with many ideas piled ahead 
her that she can not decide what 
reach for next then there 
worry plateau. When she 
has taught only few things and has 
further ideas then she needs 


teaching. 


help. Maybe someone somewhere 
should have tried organize and 
publish art book compare with 
cook book menu book where 
the non-creative teacher could look 
for ideas. find our li- 
braries that many have tried 
just this. But with all due respect 
the art cooking, find the 
art drawing not like this. True, 
they are both science, but art 
science. hard prescribe that 
drawing must have just table- 
spoon red and cup blue. 
can not talk that way. And yet, how 
many should like look into 


the book when are 
plateaus and get ideas where and 
how proceed and what next. 

have one suggestion 
dilemma. have organized for my- 
self series papers which could 
titled: Things Art Ideas, 
even have called this article, 
What Shall Teach Now? mention 
those who often run dry ideas. 
never complete and never final, but 
often being changed and being added 
to. 

begin with several head topics 
such Painting and Drawing 
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Sculptures Architecture Crafts 
Picture study work ete. 

Under each these topics are 
many sub-headings 
headings which all evoke ideas and 
imagination. 

Under the first Painting and 
Drawing, list for one thing, media 
water colors, crayons, payons, 
frescol, tempera, enamel, 
paints, etc. Then list possible 
lessons Imaginative drawings 
paintings stimulated inspira- 
tion develop creativity, dictated 
lessons develop ability follow 
directions, copy lessons the 
development skills, finger paint- 
ings, posters, portrait work, action 
drawings, drawing from the model, 
still life drawings, murals, land- 
scapes, mechanical drawings, and 
many more. list all these usually 
terms importance popularity 
rather than alphabetical form 
and add constantly. 

Under the second, Sculpture, 
again list the media possible for 
our locality and with our means 
such soap, clay, wood, plaster 
paris, etc. Then possible lessons 
with these media are: (in full round 
bas-relief) small sculptures 
soap (animals, buildings, birds, flow- 
ers, etc.) clay models all types, 
forms and sizes, wood carvings 
totem poles, and other subjects 
suitable wood, and and on.

ideas, repeats mechanical drawing 
lesson plans, and introduces home 
planning, and interior design.

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What About Trees?

Trees ARE one the most 
common and most popular subjects 
children’s drawings. Trees are 
found large percentage chil- 
illustrations 
the subject their drawings. How- 
ever, trees are subject about which 
there are many misconceptions. 

The emotional experience that the 
child has with trees does not seem 
over into his drawing, and the 
structure often remains vague 
him. Though there may love for 
trees, child’s drawing often reflects 
lack observation details that 
surprising. The tree becomes 
ball with stem what called 
tree. 

small child derives great 
satisfaction from making his round 
ball tree, attention should 
his type tree until 
grows older and begins 
observe. Later grows older 
will become dissatisfied 
drawing, but before this time the 
teacher has opportunity give 
the child background for his na- 
becomes the teacher’s and parents’ 
obligation help the child his 
power observation and apprecia- 
tion. 

The best approach the study 
trees field trip. observing 
great number trees the children 
will able note comparisons and 
contrasts colors, shapes, kinds 
and foliage. calling attention 
the formation the tree the chil- 
dren will become aware the fact 
that all trees are not made alike 
that some trees like the pine have 
very long trunk and the branches are 
the top the tree, that the 
trunk some trees grows 
through the center the tree and 
the branches grow outward like the 
juniper, that the trunk some 
trees divides into branches and 
keeps dividing until the branches 
become twigs like the Chinaberry, 
and that there another type with 
other branches and trunk. These 
different types trees all create 


od 
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different shapes some branches 
point upward, others out, and still 
others droop, like the weeping wil- 
low tree. These are all observations 
that are interesting the young 
child. 

The shape the tree, size and 
kind may pointed out the child 
grows little older. Shapes are 
variable. child’s interest may 
stump tree, bunchy, low 
spreading tree. the 
sciously observes the shapes, color, 
foliage, and mass will reflected 
his drawing. 

can pointed out that the 
shape and texture. There are many 
different shapes the trunks vary- 
ing from low, compact stubby trunks 
those that are slender, tall, lithe 
and graceful. The texture the 
trunk and the scars the trunk 
impress children and this reflected 
often their drawings. child 
has had the experience 
realize just how rough the texture 
tree can be. However, there are 
other textures which differ from the 
rough. There trunk that 
slick and smooth, and others that 
are scaly like the sycamore tree. The 
colors the trunk may vary from 
very dark gray light gray and 
from dark brownish gray 
very light neutral color. The color, 
too, affected rain and the sea- 
sons. 

child does not show his 
pictorial expression understand- 
ing how the limb grows out the 
trunk. concerned 
with the climbing trees will help 
the understanding how the 
tree formed. Questions similar to, 
“Would there good place for 
you put your foot you climbed 
the pinch your 
you have make 
long strides get from limb 
lead keen observations, 
especially since climbing within 
the child’s interest and experience. 

When observing leaf one can 
find examples many different 
art principles. The whole leaf itself 
has unity sense all belonging 
together. The tiny little veins that 
spread out into the leaf are unified 


{ 
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the larger veins. The texture 
leaf interesting and different 
each side. The sides are quite dif- 
ferent feeling. The under side 


sometimes ridged and rough because 


the veins, and the 
sleek fuzzy depending upon the 
kind leaf. The color the leaf 
itself often different each side. 
Imperfections may introduce other 
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colors such yellows browns. The 
colors the leaf will influenced 
the seasons and type tree.

World’s Oldest Apartment House 


dwelling houses 
apartments are numerous today 
that they seem belong our own 
age. Yet hundreds vears ago they 
were also used the Indians our 
southwestern plains, principally 
Arizona, New Mexico, Oklahoma 
and Colorado. Because their Indian 
owners had moved out completely 
and left record who they were 
and when they lived, these adobe 
apartment dwellings have been the 
source great deal interest and 
curiosity. 

Pueblo Bonita the largest 
these mystery buildings. stands 
today huge pile crumbling 
rocks beside dry gully, known 
Chaco Canyon, northern New 
Mexico. covers ten times more 
ground than does our White House. 
And nearly the end the 
nineteenth century, was the larg- 
est multiple dwelling house 
built anywhere the world. Pueblo 
Bonita means “beautiful town.” 
And was just that, for housed 
about twelve hundred people. 

The ruins show that this huge 
building was shaped like capital 
The long diameter 667 feet, the 
shorter axis 315 feet, and the curv- 
ing wall the about 800 feet. 
places the building was five 
stories high and walls feet high 
are still standing. There were about 
1000 rooms, number them being 
large circular council chambers. Al- 
though all the rooms 
fitted together, the Indian builders 
had paid but little attention the 
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pattern shapes the rooms. 

Excavations which been 
made during recent years show that 
Pueblo Bonito was built many 
different times. Its walls are shaped 
stones cemented 
adobe. Some the workmanship 
beautifully done and worthy 
admiration today. The roofs were 
formed fitting poles logs 
closely together. The door frames 
also were wood. 

The scientists who made the ex- 
cavations were unable decide

Then Dr. Douglas the 
University Arizona came along 
with his ring While 
the stone walls, pottery bowls and 
beads told story their age, 
the logs forming the roof and frames 
the house did. The wide and 
narrow rings growth, shown 
the cut ends the logs, showed the 
wetness and dryness the seasons 
during which the trees 
Working backwards, Dr. Douglas 
had been able establish definite 
dates for the narrow and wide tree 
ring growths for period 1200 
years. Dr. Douglas now charted 
the growth pattern hundreds 
logs found Pueblo Bonita. 
compared them with his ring 
logs showed that 
this group Indians Pueblo 
home A.D. 919, that the pueblo 
was the height its growth about 
the time that William the Conqueror 
invaded England and that about 
1127 great drought drove the 
Indians 

Today Pueblo Bonita, huge pile 
crumbling rock walls, the most 
spectacular all Indian ruins our 
country.

Diving Insects BECKHART

The beetle dives down 
mains under water just man does, 
and able take down with 
enough air last from eight 
twenty minutes. 

This one the oddest beetles 
known and found only stagnant 
waters. Its hind legs are 
shaped somewhat like paddle, 
and travels thru the water, 
actually “rows” itself about, 
much the same manner row 
boat. 

This beetle, like fish, lives the 
water. But unlike fish, un- 
able extract the oxygen that 
held the thru its gills, for 
possesses gills. There are times 
when the beetle wishes dive 
down below the surface the 
water and remain there for some 
time. Since can not breathe while 
under the water, must take down 
with supply air. 

When first supply 
hausted, the rises the 
surface, thrusts its tail into the air 
and replenishes the supply. The air 
first enters the beetle’s spiracles, 
breathing holes, and from there 


conducted over the rest the body 
means number small tubes. 

This supplies the beetle with 
from minutes air. Not 
being satisfied with that, Nature 
has given the beetle 
closely fitting wing covers. These 
serve dual purpose. First, they 
protect the insect’s wings, keeping 
them dry when under water. And 
second, they form small “tanks” 
between the wing covers and the 
back the body. Another air 
supply stored within these tanks. 
From there the air enters other 
sets tubes, and used the 
body. 

This gives the beetle sufficiently 
large supply air enable 
remain below the surface the 
water for long time twenty 
minutes necessary. However, 
rarely stays under for more than 
half that period. 

Another queer diving insect the 
Water Spider, found the ditches 
and ponds the British Isles and 
some parts Europe. 

This insect, instead taking 
down supply air its body, 
builds its own diving bell, fills 
with air, and this way remains 
under water.

The spider lives bell-shaped 
nest which spins 
water weeds. This nest, unlike most 
nests, domelike shape, with the 
opening the bottom. always 
attached the weeds under the 
water. 


After the nest completed, the 
owner proceeds fill with air. 
The body the spider covered 
with tiny hairs. When the spider 
rises the surface the water, 
minute bubbles air are caught 
and held between these hairs, and 
are then carried the opening 
the nest. They are liberated within 
and rise the top the dome. 
the spider returns the 
surface his nest, the tiny bubbles 
air shine like silver and give the 
insect strange and beautiful ap- 
pearance. 


Patiently the spider 
after trip the surface, returning 
each time with small amount 
air, liberating within the nest 
with air, forcing the water out.
